Annapolis, Md., Nov. 9%.-——[Special.] 
—Twenty midshipmen from the United 
States naval academy narrowly escaped 
death this afternoon when in a heroic 
battle against fire they fought their 
way up the Chesapeake bay on a flam- 
ing sub chaser.

One query which came from scores 
was whether [illinois veterans who 
have moved elsewhere would have ito 
reéstablish a residence in the state to 
become entitled to their share. In 
some states this has been required. 
But it is not set up in the Illinois 
law, and to make certain Tue Tin 
ung wired its Springfield correspond - 
ent to get an informal ruling from 
the adjutant general’s office. The an- 
swer was that “Illinois veterans, no 
matter where they now reside, are 
eligible.” ; 
Residence in Illinois. 

The main question is whether the 
veteran was a resident of Illinois when 
he enlisted. The board is to adopt 
general rules for determining whether 
the applicant was a resident of the 
state when he entered the service. 

Some other questions that were 
most often asked in yesterday's rush 
of inquiries were: 

Are 8. A. T. C. men eligible? The 
rule says definitely that no payment 
shall be made to any. person for time 
spent while taking training in any 
students’ army or navy training corps. 

What is the rate? Compensation of 
fifty cents for each day in active serv- 
ice after April 6, 1917, but not exceed- 
ing a total of $300, the act states, 

Can a veteran collect who received 
a bonus in another state? The act 
says no payment shall be made to any 
person who has received from anoth- 
er state a bonus or compensation sim- 
ilar to that provided by Illinois. 

When will the pay-off start? 
will depend upon the swiftness with 
which the bonds are issued. An an- 
nouncement on the prospects is expect- 
ed from Springfield in the near future. 

One fact that may efpedite the sale 
of the bonds is the tremendous vote 
cast for the proposal. The tally last 
right showed that 4,373 precincts, in- 
cluding Cook, out of 6,890 in the state, 
gave on the bonus: 934,677 in favor 
and 351,879 against.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 9%.—([Spe- 
cial.j—John T. Adams, chairman of 
the Republican national committee, 
after waiting two days for election re- 
gults to seep in, declared today that 
retention of control of congress by th 
Republicans is “gratifying,” despite 
the heavy inroads made by the Demo- 
crats. 

The latest figures indicate that che

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WINTER LINE GONE 
130 MILES NORTH 
IN LAST 25 YEARS 


BY SELBY MAXWELL. 

Are the winters growing colder or 
warmer? Do those who say that it 
was colder in their childhood than it 
is now have good memories, or is the 
climate just as severe now as it ever 


was? 

We have evidence. Thousands of 
observatories extended over a period 
of twenty-five years indicate that our 
whole climate, both winter and sum- 
mer, is 1.3 degrees warmer now than 
it was in 1897. One degree in climate 
equals about 100 miles in a north and 
south direction. 

Mild Seasen Ahead. 

To find the kind of winters you ex- 
perienced in Chicago twenty-five years 
ago, you Chicagoans will have to go 
to Saginaw, Mich., or Sheboygan, 
Wis.. for the isotherm of an old fash- 
ioned winter have moved 130 miles 
north. 

Winter is to be six weeks, shorter 
than usual this year, and the season in 
general will be mild. Three.of the six 
weeks will be cut from the autumn end 
of the cold season, and three from 
the spring side. We have already had 
three of our weeks this fall. We will 
get the other three in April and May.

THE FARMER-LABOR 
ALLIANCE. 


Among the confused influences which have com- 
bined. to sweep away almost all vestiges of the 
unprecedented majority given the Republican 
party in 1920, one of the most interesting is the 
farmer-labor vote. 

It is easy to understand why farmers are d | 
contented, and experience has shown before that 
discontent and discomfort do not act rationally. 
They strike at the government in office without 
taking much pains to consider whether that gov- 
ernment is responsible for conditions or the victim 
of them. No class in the country has had so 
much done or attempted for it by government as 
the agriculturist during the economic ordeal 
through which the whole country has been pass- 
ing, but the situation of the farmer remains acute 
ly unpleasant and his political reaction is in ac- 
cordance with his feeling rather than with disin. 
terested judgment. About everything he has de- 
manded has been granted, but some of his de- 
mands did not and could not bring the results 
he expected, and he votes his disappointment. 

This is the foreground. But there is an inter- 
esting perspective. For years the discontent of 
the farmer has been chiefly directed at the rail- 
roads and he has been the main force back of the 
public policy which has in repeated attacks of a 
persistent warfare brought the railroads to their 
present unfortunate state and if continued will 
wholly ruin them as private enterprises and as

A second cause of discontent was agricultural 
finance which, the farmer believes, has been con- 
ducted on lines of exploitation. When the crisis

France holds islands in the Caribbean—Martinique 
and Guadeloupe. They are of no value to her ex- 
cept? as strategic bases in that part of the world. 
In that character they are a threat to the United 
States, which has in the Panama canal a vital spot 
and which must therefore at all times control the 
military situation of its approaches. The islands 
would be of value to us. We could afford to pay 
for them. If France is anxious to make payment 
on her debt to us, no less expensive or more friend- 
ly way could be adopted than to turn over the 
French West Indies 
France also holds islands off the coast of New: 
foundiand—Saint Pierre and Miquelon. They are of 
value to her as fishing bases, but under new 
conditiens of warfare they might be useful also as 
war bases. In that aspect they are of more value to 
us than to her. She could afford to sell them to us. 
We do not know that Great Britain would consent 
to pay on her debt to us in the same way. But 
we do know that the Bermudas and the British 
West Indies are of no economic value to England 
and are so many bases for offensive operations 
against the Monroe Doctrine. It would be proof of 
that purpose to establish enduring bonds of friend- 
ship and world codperation with us which British 
statesmen announce. if Great Britain should make 
over to us, at a substantial valuation, her island 
possessipns off our coast and British Honduras.

INSISTING UPON WAR. 


The near east crisis, growing out of the aggres- 
sive nationalism of the new state of Turkey, and 
fed by the devious diplomacy of European powers, 
has revived almost to the point of insistence upon 
war. The Turks, as might have been expected, are 
offensively dictatorial in victory. They declare no 
warship except Turkey's shall pass through the 
Dardanelles without permission, and then only one 


at a time. They insist upon abolition of interallied 


control of police, customs, railroads and censorship 
in Constantinople and the so-called nettral zone. 
In brief, the Turks demand every possible con- 
cession and material advantage over the allies. 
This being granted, they are willing to go to the 
Lausanne conference to have their advantages 
formally approved and sealed. Clearly,,such con- 
cessions by the allies prior to the Lausanne confer- 
ence would make of that gathering nothing but a 
rubber stamp. 

The allies hesitgfe, and again talk of war to Keep 
the Turk in his place. The Turks keep up the pres- 
sure and talk of war to enforce their demands, and 
back their talk with increased mobilization. and 
other active preparations for war. They are will- 
ing and even eager to fight. The allies are unwill- 
ing. In that the Turks have a great tactical ad- 


vantage. 

The situation offers further evidence of the dan- 
ger and stupidity of European imperialistic diplo- 
macy. France got away with something in 1920 
when the Polish armies, munitioned and directed

LONDON, Nov. 9.—The battle be 
tween buses and street cars has been 
fought out in London, and the buses 
have won. Although no formal de 
cision has been taken, street railway 
construction has stopped, while the 
development of the omnibus service is 
going ahead faster than ever. 

Subways have also justified them- 
selves, and plans are now in’ opera- 
tion for the extension of the tubes 
involving an expenditure of more than 
$25,000,000 in the next two years. 

The future of London traffic lies in 
the combined bus and tube services. 
Both these activities are now under 
the same control, that of the group 
of companies known popularly as “ the 
Underground,” which controls all the 
tubes and the great London Genera! 
Omnibus company, which owns more 
than 90 per cent of the buses operat. 
ing in London. 


City Owned Lines Fail. 


Municipal ownership and operation 
have also been tried and found want- 
ing in the operation of the London 
street cars. The system, the con- 
struction of which was begun in 1903. 
is owned and operated by the London 
county council. Outside the county 
of London c suburban routes are 
owned by the dlesex county coun- 
ell, but leased to an operating com- 
pany. The London county council 
system owns 146 miles of track in 
which, including rolling stock, it has 
sunk abéut $60,000,000, and on which 
it carries nearly 700,000,000 passengers 


a year.

In 1921 the total revenue was 4, 
904,426 (about $24,000,000) and the

“To ten pounds of chuck meat and 
six pounds of veal round, boiled, and 
ground through a meat chopper, use 
one teaspoonful each [for every pound] 
of salt, pepper, and paprika. Grind six 
green sweet peppers and four! rge red 
peppers with four offions. Mix all thor- 
oughly with meat. Strain the stock in 
which the meat was boiled. There 
should be three gallons of it. Into this 
stir slowly enough yellow cor/jmeal to 
make a mush which will sprvad well. 
Cook thoroughly. 

Have ready fresh corn hvyvsks, cut 
square at ends and as long as possibie. 
Spread a cake of mush on a corn husk, 
place a little roll of the highly pep- 
pered meat in the center, and roll up 
like a cigarette.- Fold ends of husk 
over, and tie with a bit of husk— 
enough tamales to serve 200 people. 
Fit a hoop with a cheese cloth net 
fastened to it, over a large kettle hung 
to a tripod, and place the tamales in 


net with enough water in kettle to
